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Environmental group launches 


over OMB's decision 


> Preservation of 
Agricultural 
Lands Society 
says there are a 
number of errors in 
board's verdict 


An environmental group 
who has opposed the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
has thrown another fork into 
the plans moving ahead. 

The Preservation of 
Agricultural Lands Society 
(PALS) has appealed the 
Ontario Municipal Board 
(OMB)'s decision that ruled 
in favour of the $400 million 
project, expected to be built 
on 823 acres of land in Fort 
Erie. 

Concerned groups had 30 
days to file an appeal over 
the OMB's decision and last 
week, the PALS group fol¬ 
lowed through with that 
right. 

John Bacher a researcher 
with PALS, who also spoke 
publicly at the OMB hearing, 


told the Fort Erie Times there 
are a number of issues he 
and his group have with the 
OMB's decision. 

"There were a number of 
errors and that's why we 
wanted to appeal," said 
Bacher. 

He feels an alternate site in 
Niagara Falls was not given 
the proper amount of con¬ 
sideration by the board. 

He feels the headwaters 
spring for Miller's Creek will 
not be protected, along with 
significant forests on the site. 

He also feels the presence 
of the Bobolink, an endan¬ 
gered species, was not given 
proper consideration by the 

When asked if PALS con¬ 
sidered the current econom¬ 
ic state of Fort Erie and ten 
per cent of its population 
being unemployed, he said 
"we're concerned about eco¬ 
nomic considerations." 

He continued by saying 
that the speedway is not the 
last hope for Greater Fort 
Erie and that the provincial 
government could assist by 
helping the municipality 
with brownfield designations

Kelsey Hill would have 
turned 14-years-old last 
Saturday. 

For her birthday, her 
friends and family, along 
with a very supportive com¬ 
munity, gave her a present 
that will carry the young girl's 

Kelsey, a student at 
Stevensville Public School, 
lost her courageous battle 
with cancer shortly before 
Christmas last year and right 
away, a team was put togeth¬ 
er in her honour. 

In January, Team Kelsey 
was formed and fundraising 
efforts to build a playroom at 
Ronald McDonald House 
began. 

A goal of $37,000 was set to 
make this possible and head¬ 
ing into last Saturday's pasta 
dinner fundraiser at the Fort 
Erie Native Friendship 
Centre, about $3,000 was 
needed to reach that 

It was surpassed, by more 
than what her mother Lana 
would have ever expected 
when they first started. 

Between the price of din¬ 
ner, raffles and an auction for 
a canoe... the event pulled in 
a total of $13,245. 

This easily covers the cost 
of the playroom to be named 
after Kelsey and even allowed 
them to donate $1,000 to 
Alivia's Rainbows, another 
organization started by a 
local family who also lost 
their child at a very young 
age to cancer. 

On top of that, it has 
allowed Team Kelsey to 
begin its next fundraising 
effort, which is building a 


wheelchair accessible bath- 

Two have already been 
added to the facility in 
Hamilton since Kelsey had 
to stay there, but her mother 
Lana says another will be a 
wonderful addition. 

"This room means so 
much to us," she said. 

Saturday's fundraiser 
allowed Team Kelsey to 
already put $10,000 toward 
the project and another 
$15,000 will need to be 
raised in the next five years. 

Lana said her entire family 
is overwhelmedbut extreme¬ 
ly grateful of all the support. 

"Everyone is great. Our 
community is so awesome," 
she said. 

It has obviously been a 
tough year for Lana and her 
family, losing their daughter 
at such a young age, but she 
said the formation of Team 
Kelsey has been therapeutic 

"The fundraising and 
planning, keeping her spirit 
and legacy going... it has 
really helped," she said. 

Lana said that while Kelsey 
was going through treat¬ 
ments, she never felt sorry 
for herself and always 
seemed more concerned 
with how her family was cop - 
ing... which is why she 
believes her daughter would 
be so proud to see what 
everyone has done to help 
other children at Ronald 
McDonald House. 

"She was never worried 
about herself, through all of 
it.” 

A memorial golf tourna¬ 
ment will be held in July at 
Fort Erie Golf Club. 

Lana explained that before 
Kelsey became ill, she had 
taken up the sport.

And not long after she received a call 
saying that Lilly, the two-year-old pup of 
Cricket, was seen wandering around 

“I started calling around and people 
had said they saw her in different places 
all throughout the day,” said Meaghan. 

With the hope of finding Lilly returning, 
she was located in some bush where they 
eventually found her and brought her 
home. 

With both Cricket and Lilly reunited 
with the Maracle’s by 6 p.m., that evening 
Meaghan said this was a story with a very 
happy ending. 

“Anything could have happened, we 
live close to the QEW, the current could 
have taken Cricket or coyotes could have 
got to Lilly if we hadn't found her.” 

Meaghan said the two dogs got out 
because after a friend left the night before, 
the gate wasn’t properly latched shut and 
no one thought to check it. 

The dogs were found about a mile from 
home and Meaghan said it’s very unusual 
that they would separate. 

“We think maybe Cricket got into the 
water and was carried by the current until 
she was lucky enough to get caught up on 
a rock and maybe at that point Lilly went 
her separate way,” she said. 

“The ordeal has made Cricket a little 
shy, she’s a little leery now,” said 
Meaghan. 

“We didn’t want people to assume or 
think that we dumped our dogs. You hear 
stories like that all the time,” said 
Meaghan. 

Meaghan, who held Cricket close, said 
she was forever indebt to the 
Goodridge’s. 

Lynda and Ron said they were just 
happy this had such a happy ending and 
that Cricket had a good home to go to. 

“We were worried that she was aban¬ 
doned. We thought if she didn’t have a 
home we’d have to adopt her,” laughed
